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advertisM of the vaft number of Scorbutick Perfon^ 
which .came daily iQto that Houfe, or were brought 
there ; as.alfo of the ftrange Symptoms, aad dangerous 
Confequences of this contagious Diftemper, tljey gave 
Orders for their being removed to the Hofpital of 
St Lems.ythQ 2d day oi Marfhy where many of them 
cojatinued till the end of Jugufty in the fame Year. 

The fame of ^this fad Difeafe was nowfpread abroad, 
when I went to the Ho^ital of St* l^erm^ with a deiign 
to make ffiy Obfervations on it, in that place: And ha- 
ving obtained a free permiffion from Mn Tibault^ who 
was theif chief Chirurgeon of that Houfe ; I foon per- 
ceived, tliat this Diftemper had fomething in it of that 
cruelPlague, with wJiich the -^/-i&i?^/^;^^ -formerly wereMr<?f. //5 ^. 
io unfortunately afflided^ 

TheDifeafe, which I am now going to treat of, was 
yet a true Scur vey ; for they, who were Sick of it, Mty 
as common Scorbutick Perfpns do, pains in their Thighs, 
the Calves of their Legs, their Bdly, and Stomach, and 
were deprived of the Motion, or Ufe of their Limbs, 
tho' thsy ftill retained their feeling. They were trou- 
bled with Head-achs,Convulfions, arid fuch ftrange itch- 
ing in the Gums, that the GhiMrdn pulled off certain 
pieces of them with their Nails. The Blood, which

came from tliem^ was Watery, Salt^ and Corrofivre ; and 
the StinkjWiiich came from their Mouth,was intolerable. 
They jiad hard blew Spots on their Legs and Thighs^ 
frequent Hasmorrhagies, or Bleedings at the Nofe and 
Fundament, and alfe fo great a Weaknefs in their 
Knees, that they could not go without reeling or ftag- 
gering. TJiefe were the Symptoms wJiich they had 
commpn with other Scorbutick Perfons.j aow let lis fee 
what they had in particular. 

When we removed thefe Sick Perfons, we heard a. 
fmallcktteting of th^ir Bones, which particular Mr. N.V. 
a Phyitian: of Rochell^ hath mentionM in his Treatifa of 
the Scurvy y hut he ingenioufly confeiTeth he knoweth 
not tjtie true reafon of it : Here you have it^. as I have 
obferved It by my Experience. 

I pbfervcd at the opening of all. thofe Bodies or Ca- 
davers, in ;which we heard the afbrefaid little noife, that 
th^Epfhyfe's.wtxQ entirely feparated ' from the Bones, 
which by^ rubbing againft each other occalioned this- 
clattering. 

We have opened feveral young Perfons^ in whom W€ 
ajfo perceived a fmall low noife when they breathed. Iri 
all thefe fort of Bodies we found, that theGriftlgs of the 
Snrnum were feparated from the Bony part of the Ribs ; 
and as the Grifties are of a fofter Subftance than the B- 
pphyfesy the noife, which their rubbing produced, was 
greater than, that of thofe Bones which rubbed againft 

the Epiphyfes. 

They , in whom we heard this noife at the time when 
they breathed, are all dead, except one young Man, 
whofe ribs were vifibly reunited to the Grifties, for af- 
ter his Cure^ we heard no more of this noife. . 

All thofe, in whofe Breafts any Matter or Serofity, 
v/ere founds had their Rib? feparated from their Gri- 
MQSy andthat Bony part of thofe Ribs, which w^ereover 
againft the 5'?^r/;^#, was ratted for the length of four 
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dingers; whiclj is an Evideficey that the Lymfha o£ thefe 
Bodies was extreamly-Gauftick. 

The greateft part of thofe Bodies, which were open« 
ed, had their Boneiiblackj worm-eaten, and rotten. 

Moft of the Sick went ftaggerlng : this is anVAecidene 
common or ufual to Scorbutick Perfons, and very well 
known to moil Phyfitians; but the reafon of it, which 
you have here, is not fo well known. It is certain, that 
the fupport of the Joints proceedeth from the force and 
fpring of the Ligaments, which bind the Bones clofe to 
each other y; the Ligaments of thefe Sick Perfons, were 
corroded, loofe,and the Bones were feparated from each 
other ; which proceeded from this, that inftead of find» 
ing in their Joynts that fweet Oily Ljmpha^ (v/hich com- 
monly aboundeth there in order to make the Jqynts fup- 
pje, and give them an eafie free Motion) there was no- 
thing but a greenifli Water, which by its over Gauftick 
Quality had corroded the Ligaments^ and confequently 
deftroyed the force of their Spring. 

All the young Perfons .under Eighteen, had in fome 
degree their EftfhyM feparated from the Body pf their 
Bones, and by the lea-ft endeavour or force wis^ipaMted 
them entirely. The reafon of it is this, that young. 
Perfons have not yet their Efiphjfes fo ftrongly faften'S 
to the Bones, fo that when they are never fo little foak f! 
with that Corrofive Lympha which is ip the Joynts, that 
Cauftick Liquor may eafily feparate them entirely from 
the Bones. 

All the Bones, wiiich wefound entirely feparated from 
their Epiphyfes^ were more than twice aS big as they 
fhould be in their Natural. State, beeaufe thefe Epiphyfes 
were feparated in them only, whofe Bones were well 
lbak*dwith a Water which had penetrated into their 
very Subftance and made it fwell. 

The Bones of thofe which recovered, or were recover- 
ing, remained l\veird, without giving them any paia: 
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They might grow lefs m time^as it happens to Ghildren^ 
which are troubled v/ith the Ilickets, whofe Bones grov/ 
dry by little and Httle as they grow upo 

All they who had any difficulty in Breathnig^ or had 
their Jireafts ftuflHl or ftoppM up, hadthere good liore 
a? Lyimphapi^ Matter ; afld we often found more or leGi of 
thern in their Lungs^ according as they were oppref- 

We have feenfome Sick Perfons^ whofe Br eafls have 
been fo opprelTed, that they died all on a fuddeo ; in the 
mean while we fomid no Serofity neither in tlieir Breafts 
nor in their Lui^gs: But thcPerkardium w^as entirely 
faften'd to the Lungs, and the Lungs were gkied to the 
Pleura d.nd Dlaphr^gma ^ and all the Farts v/ere fo mixed 
and blended together with each other, that they all made 
up but one Mafs on Lump, fo. confounded, that oiie 
could fcarce diitinguilli the one from the otJier: Now as 
theLungs were fgueezM together in the roidil of this 
Mafs, they were deprived of their Motion, and thefick 
Perfon was choakM for want of Breath. The clofe ad- 
hefion, and coniiifion of thefe Parts one with another, 
proceeded from this, th^it being Ulcered as they were, 
they muft needs ftick to each other. 

The ordinary or common Scorbutick Perfons have the 
Glands of their Mefentery much obftruded and fwelfd ; 
thofe we treat off, have theirs partly corrupt^d^ and Ira- 
poftfiumes in theSubflance of it. 

In the Liver of fome few, the Matter or Corruption 
was hardned, and as it were petrified ; their Spleen was 
three times bigger than it fhould be, and fell to pieces as 
if it had been composed of coagulated Blood ; and foitie- 
times theKidnies and the Brcaft were full of Impoft- 
humes. 

There M/ere fome Bodies or Cadavers of thofe of Fif- 
teen, in which, if we fqueez'd betwixt two Fingers 
the end of the Ribs, which began to be feparated from 
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#e^fiiles, l&ere came abundance, of coiTu^ted Mat- 
ter, -ti^icli was tl?e spongy part of, tlis BsuipVj5) lliai: 
after the fqueezing Cff it together, there remain'd ■ nd- 
tbing, ^ ^e Eib, ; out two bony Plates. 

wefiayefeen fqypae certain Perfons, who had no other 
tokenj^ the Scurvy, but fbme llight Ulcerations ia,the 
(Sanssf lE^hey had afterwai^s fonae fmall, red, hard Tu- 
taotiM on rfieir Hands^> their Inikps, and in 
Mfcts dPthe Body. After that, theje appeared large Im- 
pbjfthilBiiBS ©ft their Grc»n, and undei^ their Arm-pits, at- 
^fld«d ^tli feveral Blue S^#te ayer all tlieir Body^ which 
vi?©re thecertain Foire-runners of Dea|h* We foundthat 
the Slandilte'un'der:their lArqi-pits^^ wea'e^ V 
ftt^rpiWided with Matter or Corruption j as well as the 
Mufcles of their Arms aad Thighs, whole Tnt^vals 
v^er© aU fHled with them. 

Wfi obferved fbme who^ Arm^KLegs; and Thighs 
W«fre ol a roddifh Black, and as it were burnt ; which 
ffitoceeded fifom that black and coa^t^ated Blood, which 
vre#lw#y&~found under the Skin of thoft Perfons. 

Et fimul ukerihm ^aafmufiii omne rtihere 

^f[o alfo found their Mafcles f^^^ and as hard as 
Wood J which proceeded from the Bloody which was 
fixM ift the Body of the Mufcles^ which were fometimes 
fo full of it, that tMr Legs remained bent withoiit be« 
ing able to extend or ftretchthem out. 

We c^fcrved that the Blue, Red, Yellow^ mi Blaqfc 
Spot5, wliich aj)pear in their Bodies who have the com- 
mon Scurvej^, |«raceed purely from extra vafated Blood 
under the Skin. As long as the Blood kept its red Co*^ 
lour, the Spot was red; if the Blood is black or coagu- 
lated, the Spc^ is alfo black ; when there is fome Bile 
mix'4 with it, tlifc Spot is of a yellowiflN black j inftiort^ 
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according as the Blood is mixed with the Humours of 
different Colours,' fo aifo the Spots appear of a different 
Golour. 

We fometimes faw onthe Bodies of thefe Perfons cer- 
tain Imall Tumours^ which grew bigger every day : we 
applied Emollieat Ointments to foften them, and thofe 
Tumours on their breaking, formed a Scorbutick Ul- 
cer, which proceeded from tlie Blood with which the 
Tumour was filled i for as often as we took off the PJai- 
fter, we ftili found under it a great deal of coagulated 
Blood ; we put on a frefli Piaifter, and fome time after 
.we ftill found under it coagulated Blood : we continued 
xlreffing of them after this manner, and by thus taking 
away the Blood, we entirely dried up the Tumour, and 
the Perfon was cured. Som^ old Perfons had fuch large 
Bleedings at the Nofe and Mouth, that they died of it, 
it being impoilible to flop it, becaufc thQLjfmphaoftbc{b 
Perfons was fo fharp and corrofive (as I faid before) that 
it corroded and eat thro' the Cogits of the Veins. And 
this kind of Haemorrhage was fo much the harder toftop, 
becaufc the Blood of Old Perfons is more fluid and wa- 
tery tfien that of young Perfons, who are feldom fubje<3: 
to this Accident.

Old Perfons, as well Women as Men, were troubled 
with fuch mighty Fluxes, that the weakeft of them died 
ynder them ; but if they had ffrength enough to with- 
Hand them, they were foon cured.

There 
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There were fome of tliefe Sick Perfons^ who were (o 
Goftive in their Body, that tliejr never could go to Stol:: 
without taking fome GHfters. 

Several of them had fuch large Swellings over all their 
Bodies, their Hands, Arms and Feet, that they feemed to 
have been blown up. We cured fevcralof them by pro- 
per Medicines, Glifters, and fweetning Juleps. 

A Youth of Ten Years old, had his Gums muchfwcl-. 
led and ulcered ; his Teeth were eaten up to the Roots 
of them, and ferved no longer j and his Breath was in*- 
tolerably ftinking.

The Ghirurgeon was obhged to pullo^t all his Teetlj, 
for the 'better drelHng of his Mouth, tho' they would 
have fallen out of themfelves : His Gums were healed^ 
but there arofea Tumour oil the fide of his Tongue as 
big as a Walnut. In tile middle of this Tumour there 
was a bluifh Hole, which degenerated into an Ulcer, 
which eat up half the Tumour, the other half remain- 
ed whole and entire. Some fmall time after, there ap- 
peared another Tumour in the Cheek, which was very 
hard : It was Blue in the middle, and turnM to an Ul* 
cer alfo as the firft. This Youth died all on a fudden, 
when it was leall expected, and all the inward Parts of 
his Body were Corrupteti. 

All they who died fuddenly, without having any vi- 
fible Caufe of their Death, had the Auricles of theit 
Heart, as big as one's Fift, and full of coagulated Blood, 
which by putting a flop to the Circulation of the Blood, 
brought an inevitable Death on them. 

There came in the Cheeks of feveral afmall White 
Ulcer, which was hard all round ; unlefs we took care 
to flop it prefently, and to take it off with the Spirit of 
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Vitriol, it grew prefently livid or blue, black and link- 
ing, and eat up part of the Cheeky fo that one might 
fee the Teeth thro^ it. 

We have feea feveral from the Ag^ of Eighteen to the 
Age of Thirty, who were without pain call down ftu- 
pid and without any Motion. They had their Mouth 
open, their Eyes funk in^ their Looks frightful^ and ap- 
peared rather like Statues thaa Men.

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AH thefc Perfons had no apparent Sicknefs, only their 
Gums were Ulcered • their Skia was fmooth and fair^ 
without any Spots or Hardnefs : Yet we found their 
Mufcles wereGangrenM, and all wet with a black cor- 
rupted Blood, and in handling ©f them, they fell into 
Pieces in our Hands. 

There was a Man who had a Carbuncle on his: Inftep, 
his Lips and hfs Noftrils were chopped, and a linking 
Water flowM gently from his Noftrils, This Man lin- 
ger^l out 3. longtime in a dying Condition : His CW^- 
ver made me afraid, I durft not open it. 

A Young Man,, who as to all outward appearance 
feem'd not to be v-ery ill, died ixxdd^nlY^ We found his 
Fencardium was fo eaten up, that there remainM but a 
little of it, and his Heart was UlcerM all about, very 

deeply, 

SGorhUtick Berfons are commonly better in the Sum- 
mer, than they, are in the Winter, which may proceed 
from their great ^ranfpiration. . On the other iide, thefe 
were in differently ^well from the Month of Jpril^ to the 
beginning of Jme^ the Spots, hardnefs, and other Ac- 
cknts of the Scurvey then difappearing ^ but on the 

coming 
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coming of the great HeatS; all tliofc Accidents remroed. 
They y^howere fo well, as to be in a readineis to quit the 
Hofpital, relapfed again : Their Legs and Thighs grew 
all Blaek, and Death often put a Period to their Mite- 
ries. This Diforder might arrive from this^ that there 
was fuch a great quantity of corrofive Ljmpha in them. 
that it was in a manner impoffible for it to be carried on 
by Tranfpiration, fo that by Itagnating in their Bodies 
itgrewhot^ fermented^ fower^ and purrified; from thence 
arofe thofe CorrofionSj Ulcers^ and great Impolthumes, 
Corruptions and other Accidents which we Ipoke of be- 
fore. 

AH thefe Poor People eat very heartily to the laft 
Moment of their Life ; this proceeded from a fharp Hu- 
mour, with which their Stomach always abounded^ 
which created in them a kind of Fames Camm. 

Nothing isfo apt to corrupt the Blood as long Want .^ 
the ufe of ill Foot is ftill worfe j Cold flops the Circuku 
tion of the Blood, and makes the Blood remain too long 
in the Parts, where it foureth and foon corrupteth j Sad-^ 
nefs and Grief (which thefe poor Creatures are fubjeft 
to) is worfe than all the reft ; and what all thefe may 
do when they meet altogether in one Pcrfon, we may 
cafily judge. They produced there Lym^h^s of different 
Colours, with which the Belly, the Breaft, and feveral 
other Parts of their Bodies were fillM. Thofe Lym^h^s 
were fo Cauftick, that having put our Hands into their 
Cadavers^ the Skin of them came off, and our Faces 
were thereby ulcered 5 fo that we were obliged to rife 
in the Night to wafh one'^s Face with frefli Water, to 
take off the Heat and Inflammation of it* 

But that which was very furprifing in this great Di- 
feafc, v/as, that the Brainsof thefe poor Creatures were 
always very found and entire* Thus you have the v/eak 
Account of the difmal Effects of a Difeafe fo cruel, that

VII. j4?t ExtraB of a l^emoir^ concermng the T>i/co^ 
yery of a ^dffdge hy Lmd to California 5 with a 
Ivlap and Defcription of that Country. Trefented 
to the Royal Council of Guadalaxara in Mexico^ 
hy Francis Maria Picolo. Taken from the Letm 
tersofthe Mijfionary Jefuits^ printed at^ms. 

Gmdalaxara^ February 10^ 1702, 

My Lordsj 

N Obedience to the Orders you feme Days ago ho- 
_ noured me with, I fhall give you an Exad and 
Faithful Account of the Difcoveries and Settlements, 
that Father de Sahatkrra and my felf have made in O- 
lifornia^ for thefe five^ Years paft^ that we have h^^n in 
this large Country. 

AVe imbarked in OSioher 16^"]^ and pafTcd the Sea 
that feparates CdifomU from New Mexico. As foon as 
we fet Foot on Land, the People being ignorant of our 
Defign, (as not underftanding our Language^ or we 
theirs) imagining that we came to take fi'om them their 
Pearl Fiiliery, as had been attempted feveral tim^s be- 
fore by others, came in greatMultitudes agaimi: us^ who 
liad but an inconfiderable Number of Spamards to de- 
fend us. The Violence with which they attacked us, and 
multitude of Darts and Stones they threw at us,, our 
Soldiers fuftained fovigoroufly, that tfeey beat ^em back 
with Succefs, and foon put them to flight.
